Mrs. Morley and her friend Mrs. Gaslin, 
who ate the poisoned candy, are thought to 
be out of danger. . 


Startiing revelations are promised when 
the case comes to trial. The chemist at 
the State University has analyzed the pois- 
oned candy and finds that it contains ar- 
senic in considerable quantities. 
The attorneys for the girl are un- 
doubtedly ponpares to make insanity their 
defense and there are many circymstances 
that indicate they will have a strong case. 
The girl's attorneys are indignant that the 
authorities insisted on having the accused 
arrested, they asserting that Miss . Hor- 
locker merely left the city to avoid the mor- 
bidly curious and that they would have 
brought her back when the time came if 
the Sheriff had not been forced by his 
imaginary fears to believe that the girl 
contemplated escaping from the country 
and he arrested her while she was prepar- 
ing to leave a friend's house at Sheldon, 
lo., for Hastings. 
Suspicion first attached to Miss Horlocker 
as the result of her peculiar actions follow- 
tng the pwhlicity of the attempted poison- 
ing. When she discovered that she was 
suspected she quietly left the city and was 
hid by friends at a farmhouse near Hast- 
ings, whence she returned to Hastings 
after a warrant had been issued. 
The case possesses many of the elements 
of a society sensation, as all parties con- 
cerned are prominent in local society cir- 
cles. Some attribute the girl's desire to ac- 
complish the death of Mrs. Morey to her 
infatuation for Lawyer Morey, but the 
more charitably inclined declare that the 
girl is demented. 
In speaking of the matter County Attor- 
ney McCreary said: 
“IT am no longer paying any attention to 
the question of the identity of the guilty 
one. That is now a verity and I have dis- 
missed it from my attention. 
“So far as motive is concerned I will say 
that I am even more strongly convinced 
than when I filed the complaint of the cor- 
rectness of it. If there was any reason for 
disbelieving that it was the deed of an in- 
sane reon I would have gone before the 
insanity commission rather than before a 
magistrate. | am firmly convinced that this 
woman is guilty of a most deliberate and 
bioodthirst me to murder and I shall 
do everything within the line of my duty 
to send her to the penitentiary. That is 
what our criminal laws are for. It is not 
so much to — the guilty as to deter 
others and this can best be accomplished 
by the speedy punishment of crime rather 
than by the severity of the punishment. 
This idea that a person can live in a com- 
munity for 3% years and never be suspected 
of mental irregularity until a crime is com- 
mitted and then escape responsibility on 
a eens of insanity is the veriest rot. 
“When there is absolutely no other de- 
fense ineanity is grasped as the last resort.

The police also allege that Henry Brunot 
and Frederick Sibley killed Widow Mary 
McIntyre, whose mutilated body was found 
under the bed at her little home in Flat- 
ham mining district last February, their 
object being robbery. 

Jane Brunot was a wealthy woman who 
owned a farm six miles north of the city, 
near Dunkel. Sibley, who is aged about: W 
years, was married a month ago to Anna 
Brunot, sister of Jane Brunot, aged about 
& years, the mother of Henry Brunot, aged 
about 19. A week later Jane Brunot came 
from Dana, Ind., to visit her sister. 

The visitor brought with her a valise con- 
taining valuable papers. It is charged that 
the two men stole the valise, which con- 
tained, among other things, a draft for $500, 
and left the city with the papers, going to 
Indianapolis, Ind., and other Baatern cities, 
and that while absent they cashed the draft. 
Since the time of this trip Jane Brunot 
has not been seen. 

When Sibley and young Brunot returned 
they claimed that they had purchased a 
4#0-acre farm, owned by Jane Brunot, ad- 
joining the home place. When questioned, 
they stated that Sibley’s wife had given 
them a check on an Assumption bank for 
$1000, and that a note had been given for 
the balance of payment. They sent a let- 
ter to a sister of Jane Brunot in Dana, 
requesting that she send important papers, 
drafts and notes signing Anna Brunot’s 
name to the letter. 

The papers were not sent, but instead, a 
letter came froin the sister to Steven Maliot, 
proprietor of the Hotel de Pana, and a rela- 
tive of the deceased, etating that she knew 
the letter was a forgery, and asking the 
whereabouts of Jane Brunot. 

Last week Sibley and Brunot went to St. 
Louis and bought $100 worth of new furni- 
ture, which they sent to the farm. When 
asked the whereabouts of Jane Brunot, 
young Brunot stated she had gone to visit 
relatives at Prescott, Kan. A _ telegram 
failed to locate her there, and other mes- 
gages Were sent to all relatives over the 
country, but she could not be located. 

Last night officers went 
home and arrested the two men and they 
were brought to this city and placed 
in fail. . 

They refused to talk and officers began 
dragging the wells and digging up the earth 
in the vicinity of the farm in search of 
the missing woman's body. 

After finding the body the officers dis- 
covered the clothing of the dead woman in 
a garret on the Sibley’s premises. 

Both men under arrest bear unenviable 
reputations. 

Many open threats are made ainst the 
prisoners and the presence of the militia 
appears to the only power that pre- 
vents a triple lynching.

THE NAVIGATION BUREAU SAYS 
THERE’S NOTHING TO PREVENT. 


PLANS FOR ITS RECEPTION. 


Cruiser May Arrive on Dewey Day and 
a Public Holiday Will Be Pro- 
claimed by the Mayor. 


Telegrams to the Post-Dispatch from 
Washington Friday stated that the Nash- 
ville, under orders to proceed from New 
Orleans to St. Louis, would reach Vicks- 
burg April 23 and probably Stay there two 
days. The navigation bureau had no knowl- 


edge as to what would causé so long a de- 
ay. : 
To reach Vicksburg at the @esignated time 
the cruiser wili have to we anchor Fri- 
day evening or night and be her journey. 
Owing to Capt. Maynard’s aversion to navi- 
gating inlard streams it is not likely he 
will permit anything like speed, but will 
pick his way along at a rate of 7 or 10 miles 
an hour. 

In view of recent advices from New Or- 
leans and Washington it is mot probable 
the war vessel will reach St. Louis Harbor 
before Sunday, April 30, or Monday, May 1, 
Dewey Day. 

The bureau at Washington advises direct- 
ing mail to Memphis. Despite late stories 
to the contrary the bureau officials do not 
anticipate any inconvenierce or delay from 
the Memphis Bridge. 

The vessel will make short stop at Baton 
Rouge and Memphis, in addition to Vicks- 
burg, but the main idea is to reach St. 
louls as quickly as possible before there is 
a fall in the river. 

On her return trip, if the water stage 
permits, she will take her time, stopping 
at the larger cities for’ a week, and for 
two or three days at the smaller cities. 

The plan of reception here has not been 
decided upon, but will probably be on the 
pe d of that accorded the Raleigh in New 

ork. 

Mayor Ziegenhein will declare the day 
a holiday, and hopes to secure reduced 
rates from the railroads, allowing the in- 
habitants of the small towns and country 
to join in the celebration.

SHERIFF SHOT IN AMBUSH

Stirring Scenes in the Court 
After the Verdict. 


HALLS RING WITH CHEERS. 


STREET CROWD SEEKS TO CARRY 
HIM IN TRIUMPH.

Gov. Stone Promptly Appoints 
Beaver Statesman Senator an 
Leave Question of Eligibility | 
to Be Decided Later. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 2.—Matthew 
Stanley Quay was to-day declared by jury 
to be not guilty of having conspired to use 
for his own unlawful gain and profit the 


funds of the State of Pennsylvania, de- 
posited in the People’s Bank of this city. 
The jury retired at 3:45 yesterday and the 
verdict was announced at ll o'clock to-day. 

Shortly after noon Gov. Stone appointed 
Mr. Quay as Senator to serve until the 
next session of the Legislature. The ap- 
pointment is addressed to the President of 
the United States, and it is stated in the 
letter to be made under the authority of 
clause 2 of section 3 of article 1 of the 
Constitution of the Unite States. 

Nobody without a ticket got by fhe line 
of watchmen guarding the corridor of the 
courtroom this morning, and only about 
half the seats were ccuplied when the ver- 
dict was rendered. 

There was an attempt at cheering, but 
this was sternly repressed by the court 
officers, whose loud shouts of “Order,” 
‘Silence,”’ was effective in silencing the 
jubilant spirits. 

The officers were unable, however, to keep 
back those who struggled to get to Senator 
Quay and congratulate him. Chairs were 
upset, tables\.were brushed aside and hats 
were emashed by the onrushin crowd. 
Senator Quay, with a broad smile on his 
face, responded pleasantly to the greetings 
and congratulationg of those who crowded 
around. A few of his political friends were 
there and these men were loud and sincere 
in thelr express-ons. 

Although the court officers prevented the 
cheering in the court room, their jurisdic- 
tion did not extend to the corr.dore of 
the City Hall, and the first group of men 
who left the court room, sent up a mighty 
shout which was taken up and repeaited 
by the crowds gathered just outside the 
line drawn by the watchmen, beyond whici 
Only possessors of tickets were allowed 
to Dass. 

As soon as Senator Quay could 
from those anxious to shake his hand and. 
congratulate him; he made his way, accom- 
panied by his counsel, to thes¢@levator to 
descend to the street. Here’ the scenes in 
the court room were repeated. Everybody 
wanted to say something pleasant to him, 
and crowds gathered near the elevator ehaft 
on each floor to watch the car carrying the 
distinguished party as it descended to the 
street, e

The avenue surrounding the City Halt is 
wide and smooth and the neighborhood is 
the stamping ground for the politicians of 
the town, Here the enthusiasm was im- 
mense ase the Senator emerged from the 
door of the building.

The case went to the jury at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and four ballots were 
taken before the final decision was reached. 
The first ballot stood 10 to 2 for acquittal, 
the next two stood ll to 1. The jurors 
who stood out for conv’ction are said to 
have been Charles Pensier, shoemaker. and 
Edwin Bevan, painter. Pensler voted for 
ucquitta! after the first ballot. 

After the crowd left the courtroom Dis-

After a short investigation Officer Powers 
arrested John Bohart and h'a wife, Era, & 
Belgian couple, who conduct a saloon and 
eatnig house at the corner of Edwards 
street and Shaw avenue, in the immediate 
vicinity of the spot where Garvoldl Was 
found unconscious. The prisoners tell con- 
flicting stories, but Mrs. Bohart admitted 
to Captain McNamee of the mounted dis- 
trict that she believed her husband fired @ 
ehot from a revolver early Friday morne- 
ing and that she thought at the time of the 
firing that the bullet was intended for her, 
She sald she ran away. 

She was arrested at the home of Ja 
Summerfield's Pay Daggett avenue an 
Edwards street. Bohart was taken out of 
bed at his own home. revolver, which 
Mrs. Bohart says her husband owned, could 
not be found about the house. Bohart saye 
his wife hid the weapon some days ago, 
This she denies. 

Outsiders tell of a quarrel that oceurred 
in the Bohart saloon Thursday night. bee 
tween Bohart and his wife. in which Mra, 
Bohart was Knocked down. 

Mrs. Bohart says the quarrel was about 
Jarvoldil, whom she served with a place of 
beer early in the evening, and with whom 
she conversed in French, a language thet 
her husband does not understand. It seems 
that. the woman suspects her husband of 
the crime. but through fear or wie loy- 
alty will not tell all the facts tending to

According to several witnesses, Bohart 
and his wife were intoxicated Thurdéday 
night. The woman says her husband bas 
ever been jealous and that he has frequent.

Frank B. Callaway was arraigned before 
Judge Jacob Klein Eriday morniag on the 
charge of killing bis-wife, Annie .P. Calla- 
way, on April 0. He pleaded-not guilty 
and the case was set for trial for May 
15. 

There was nothing unusual about the ar- 
raignment of Callaway. It was arraignment 
day and all of the prisoners who were in- 
dicted by the grand jury now fn session 
were taken before the bench to enter pleas. 
Callaway was the first prisoner to be 


brought out from the cage. By his side 
walked Frank Greabenstadt, who is 
charged with highway robbery. 

Callaway walked erect with a deputy 
sheriff holding his right arm. His brief 
imprisonment has told on him and already 
has the jail pallor overspread his face. The 
pallor was enhanced by the week’s growth 
of stubby red beard which covered his face. 
He stood erect before the bar while he lis- 
tened to the words of Clerk Chamberlain, 
who slowly and deliberately read every 
word of the indictment. 

Callaway loaked at the paper, then at the 
clerk. Then he atlowed his wavering blue 
eyes to wander to the stern face of Judge 
Klein. Once only did he cast his eyes over 
the court room as if In search of a friend- 
ly face. He waa perhaps looking for his 
attorneys, but neither was present in the 
court room, 

At the finish of the recital Clerk Cham- 
berlain said: ‘“‘Are you. guilty or not 
gull ty?’ 

“Not guilty.”” was the answer in a Voice 
that was by no means exultant. 

Then Callaway took a seat inside the bar. 
He was approached by a reporter and to 
him he said: “I never felt better in my 
life.

Searchlight Turned on the 
Flushing Gas Company. 


H. M. M’DONALD ON THE STAND. 


HE TELLS WHAT HE WAS TOLD 
BY A DIRECTOR. 


Upon Condition That, With Andy 
Freedman, He Receive Stock, the 
Boss Is Said to Have Prom- ¢ 
ised City Contracts. 


NEW YORK, April 21—The Mazet In- 
vestigating Committee to-day resumed its 
session in this city. All sorts of rumors 
regarding the probable developments of the 
day were current, but there was no definite 
information regarding the pian which Mr. 
Moss, counsel to the committee, intended 


to adopt. 

The members of the committee, previous 
to the session, met in Mr. Moss’ office and 
held a short conference. 

Immediately after Mr. Mazet called the 
committee to order, a Mr. Henderson, who 
was among the epectators, rose, and, ad- 
dressing Mr. Mazet, stated that he was a 
lawyer and desired the privilege to cross- 
examine certain witnesses. He apparently 
represented Police Captain Price and was 
anxious to show that the statements made 

ainst that official by Butler at a pre- 
vious hearin were untrue. Mr. Mazet 
said that Mr. Ssenderson’s request would be 
considered later. 

Henry M. McDonald, the nominee of the 
Chicago Platform Democracy for Governor 
at the last State election, was the first wit- 
ness. He is a lawyer and resides at pres- 
ent in Mineral City, Va. Mr. Moss asked 
the witness: 

“You have some knowledge of the affairs 
connected with the Flushing Gas Co”?

the company should turn over to Andrew 
Freedman ® per cent of the stock of the 
company to be held for the benefit of Mr. 
Croker and Mr, Fréedman.’’ 

Mr. Hoffman asked if Mr. McDonald was 
resent when that arrangement was made. 

he witness said he was simply stating 
what he had been told. Continuing, Mr. 
McDonald testified: a" 

‘This stock was contributed by the dif- 
ferent stockholders, pro rate, and was Is- 
sued to Mr. Freedman. Thereupon Mr. 
Freedman’ was elected a member of the 
Board of Directors. The agreement on 
the part of Mr. Croker and r. Freedman 
was that as soon as possible the company 
would receive a contract for at least 500 
additional lights, possibly 1000 additional 
lights. Now, as to whether Mr. Croker 
has carried out his contract or not, I don’t 
know.”’ 

Mr. O'Sullivan, who represents the city 
departments. asked Mr. cDonald, regard- 
ing his recent arrest ‘“‘for issuing bogus 
¢hecks.”’ ; 

Mr. MoDonald testified to his acquittal 
on that charge. . 

Andrew Freedman was called. He held 
stock in the Flushing Gas Co., but refused 
to state the amount on the ground that 
it was @ personal matter. 

‘Mr. Moss drew Mr. Freedman’s attention 
to the testimony of 'Mr. Croker, who stated 
before the committee that he got dividends 
regularly from the United: States Fidelity 
and Guaratee Co. 

The witness refused to tell the exact 
nature of the agreement he made with Mr. 

‘Witness was very anxious to have 
Mr. Croker’s friendship and association in 
this company ‘“‘on account of the legion of 
friends that he has got all over this coun- 


try. 

‘Mr. Freedman admitted that it was not 
advertised that (Mr. Croker was interested 
in the sompene. “But his friends know it,”’ 
explained he. Mr. eedman said that he 
received $16,000 a year, and that he worked 
“very hard for it.’’ 

‘(Do you divide your commfJssion with Mr. 
Croker” asked the lawyer. 

“I will not say that I divide it,” said 
(Mr. Freedman. “I will say that Mr. 
Croker receives a proportion.”’ 

Mr. Freedman said he did not give Mr. 
Croker any part of his salary. Mr. Mazet 
directed the witness to state what propor- 
tion of commissions he paid to Mr. Croker. 
(Mr. Freedman refused to answer on the 
ground that the agreement was of “a per- 
sonal nature.” e said the commission 
paid to the Tammany leader did not 
amount to $60,000 a year, but refused to say 
if they amounted to $5,000.

HER HUSBAND, 


Nettie Peacher Stabbed John 
While He Slept. 


THE KNIFE ENTERED HIS HAND. 


HIs POSITION ALL THAT SAVED 
HIS LIFE. 


Mrs. Peacher Is the Woman Who Shot 
Policeman Moran Several Months 
Ago—She Is Under 
Observation. 


Nettie Peacher, alias Reed, attempted to 
assassinate her husband, John Peacher, 
while he slept early Friday morning. She 
stealthily crept from bed, procured a large 
knife, and tiptoeing back to the bed, made 
a lunge at his throat. 

The man’s arm chanced to be over his 
head and the knife penetrated his hand. He 
sprang up and seizing the woman's hand 
that held the knife, screamed for help. The 


woman fought like a tigress, bt assistance 
s00n came and she was disarmed. 

The Peachers live at 816% South Four- 
teenth street. Nettie Peacher was released 
from fall my ee She had been in 
custody since Nov. last year, when she 
was arrested for shooting Policeman Chas. 
Moran. She was indicted for assault to 
kill, but the case against her was nolle 
prossed Wednesday by Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Krore. 

Last Nevember the negress lived in the 
district in the neighborhood of the Cupples 
Islock, from which the police had driven all 
women of her class. Nettle Peacher refused 
to move. Notice was served on her the 
second time and she still defied the police. 
Capt. Reynolds sent Patrolmen Moran and 
Delaney to arrest her. They had no war- 
rant and when they entered her room she 
asked rmission to step into an adjoining 
room for a hat. When she returned she 
had a revolver. She began a fusillade. One 
of the shots struck Patrolman Moran and 
inflicted a serious wound. The police were 
compelled to use their clubs to overcome 
her. When she was subdued she was taken 
to the City Hospital, where it was found 
she was a mass of bruises. In addition 
thereto both ther arm and leg had been 
broken by blows from the officers’ clubs. 

The Circuit aseeney dismissed the case 
against her because he could not sustain 
the charge. The police had no right to at- 
tempt to arrest her as they did without a 
warrant. She was charged with no felony 
and was at the time they attempted to ar- 
rest her violating no law nor ordinance. 

Nettie Reed or Peacher is a dangerous 
woman. Saturday’s attempt to kill Peach- 
er is her second assault on him, Four other 
men, besides Policeman Moran, have been 
murderously assaulted by her. She is slight 
of form, but has great strength and is as 
feroctous as a tigress. 

Patrolmen Finan and Little were called 
into the Peacher house and they arrested 
the woman. She did not submit withou: 
the customary struggle, however, and she 
fought the policemen all the way to the Dis- 
pensary. Dr. Voerster Cressed Peacher’s 
wounded hand and he was sent home. The 
woman was sent to the City Hospital for 
observation.

ATTRACTIONS.

The Famous Proprietor Anticipates a 
Large and Increasing Business 
During Next Season. 


Mr. Charles A. Spalding, owner of the 
Olympic Theater and lessee of the Century, 
arrived in St. Louis Thursday night from 
Washington, D. C., where he makes his 
home in winter. He spent Friday forenoon 
receiving visitors In the manager's office at 


the Olympic. 
“IT ghall be in St. Louls a week or 10 


days,” said Mr. Spalding to a reporter. “It 
is my first visit to St. Louis In three years. 
I the t it was two years, but Mr. Short 
says it’s three, and he knows, for he keeps 
the records. I have property interests here 
and I want to take a personal view of con- 
ditions, 

“The Olympic and the Century Theaters 
will be run next season exactly as they 
have been since the lease of the Century 
was turned over to me. There will be as 
many high-class attractions in each house 
as I can get. The choice of houses will be 
left to the management of each attraction, 
provided, of course, that both houses have 
open dates. 

“My policy will be to book as many 
shows for two weeks as I can get; that is, 
of the kind that should draw two weeks. 
St. Louls should be something more than a 
one-week stand. It is not possible to pro- 
cure seventy attractions of the highest 
class, because there are not that many on 
the market. Therefore, it would be better 
for the public if it would patronize every 
good show so liberally that it could afford 
to make its St. Louis season two weeks and 
more tn length. 

“There will be no conflicts in dates be- 
tween similar attractions that can _ be 
avoided, but it is impossible under existing 
conditions to prevent an occasional clash of 
this sort. The reason for this is that en- 
gagements in Chicago are of varying length 
—some are for three weeks, some for four, 
five or even six. This inequality occasion- 
ally forces two attractions of the same 
character into St. Louis the same week. If 
engagements in all cities were of exactly 
the same duration it would be as easy as 
rolling up a string to make out a non-con- 
flicting route. 

“There are no repairs worth noting to de 
made on either theater. Both are in good 
condition and |I trust both will do a good 
business next season.”’ 

Asked us to what he thought of real es- 
tate conditions in the vicinity of the Olym- 
pic Theater Mr. Spalding said: “This end 
of town will keep pace with other sections. 
It is true that the people here came to 
know that St. Louis is too big for every- 
thing to be on one street, or two streets or 
six streets. Owners of some of the prop- 
erty near here will soon find that they must 
make ithprovements or ‘their taxes ‘will 
swallow their profits. The cause of the 
move northward was an idea that it was 
desirable to get near the approach to the 
bridge. The result was that street car 
lines pushed up there and stopped. Now 
they have found that there are many people 
who want to come to this part of town 
and they want that business. The loop 
on which some of the cars will pass close 
to tHe theaters, hotels and other resorts 
near here will help matters in this 
neighborhood, but the brunt of the burden 
rests on the property owners.” 


NEW COMMITTEE REPUDIATED. 


Jefferson Club Denounces Alleged 
Usurpation of Power. 

The Jefferson Club at its regular monthly 
meeting Thursday evening proclaimed that 
the new ‘“‘Democratic City Executive Com- 
mittee as elected by the recent City Con- 
vention, is an organization ruled by a clique 
and repudiated by the Democracy of St. 
Louis.’’ 

The discussion which resulted in the club 
defining its position in this way was pre- 
cipitated by the following resolution, which 
was introduced by G. W. Harris: 

Resolved, That the Jefferson Club recognizes the 
Democratic City Central Committee, as authorized 
by the State Committee, as the only legally con- 
stituted authority to manage and control party 
affairs in St. Louls. 

President Harry Hawes ieft the chair to 
champion the resolution. He said the con- 
vention ,had no authority to elect an Ex- 
ecutive Committee. The Democratic City 
Central Committee was elécted by a direct 
vote of the people, he deciared, and the 
City Convention mullified the will of the 
majority thus expressed. 

The resolution was adopted by a unani- 
mous vote and a committee of three, con- 
sisting of G. W. Harris, Victor H. Adami 
and Claude Hall was appointed to draft a 
set of resolutions denouncing the usurpa- 
tion of the power of City Central Com- 
mittee by the Executive Committee. A copy 
of these resolutions will be sent to each 
member of the City Central Committee. 

It is said the City Central Committee wil] 
ignore the Executive Committee at its meet- 
ing May 2 and will choose a new gone.

strung him up until he was unconscious 
and all but dead. 

Martin Keliey, a road contractor, drove 
over to Taliman last Tuesday morning with 
his two sons. They bought a case of beer, 
which they took along to the house of Chap- 
man Degroat. 

There all hands started ‘in to drink the 
beer. They succeeded so well that all four 
fell asleep. 
When the elder Kelley awoke his pocket- 
book and the $61 it contained was gone. 
Bradley was sneaking up the road. He is 
Degroat’s son-in-law and What Is called in 
the Ramapo Mountains oné of the “Jack- 
son Whites.” These are descendants of In- 
dians, escaped slaves of revolutionary days 
and b¥Dad whites. They are eyed askance up 
Rockland Way.

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PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


Yesterday the Post-Dispatch showed from the report of 
the incomplete investigation by the Major Committee that 
through imperfect assessments, dishonesty and excessive 
salaries the revenues are short $3,721,502.77. 

The bulk of thete losses was found in the evasion of license 
and other taxes by street car companies, the evasion of taxes 
on perscnal property and downtown real estate. 

In the evasiou of these taxes not only do the city and State 
lose revenues to which they are entitled under the tax 
laws, but the burden of taxation is shifted from the wealthy 
to those of moderate means. 

Part of the losses in revenue come from actual dishonesty 
in municipal departments. 

But the principal departments were not investigated. 
Collector Wenneker’s report shows an increase of tax col- 
lections over the last year of Ziegenhein’s administration 
of the Collector's office amounting to nearly $1,000,000. 

What was the total of uncollected taxes in the Ziegen- 
hein administration? Are they properly collected now? 

We have been apprised cf a combine of contractors oper- 
ating in collusion with officials which cost the city last year 
$55,000 in street sprinkling. What is the amount of waste and 
stealing in the entire street department? 

What of the other municipal departments? 

How much has been filched from the city through boodle 
deals? 

With an estimated loss of $3,500,000 in the few departments 
investigated, what must the total loss be? 

St. Louls Is not poor, but rich. At present rates of taxa- 
tion her treasury should be full to overflowing. There 
should be money in abundance for the erection of magnifi- 
cent public institutions and the construction of streets. 

There would be enough money in the treasury for all these 
public improvements if her municipality were honestly and 
efficiently managed; if all property were equitably as- 
sessed and all taxes were properly collected; if city offices 
were honestly and economically conducted. 

The “if” in the way of this object is popular indifference. 

How long will the* people of St. Louis submit to injustice 
in taxation? How long will they suffer dishonesty and in- 
capacity in public office? How long will they permit their 
substance to be wasted and stolen? How long will they 
neglect the business of their city? 
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The people of St. Loufs have practically said to the mu- 
nicipa. administration: “Notwithstanding the exposure of 
your corrupt practices and the certainty of their continuance, 
we have shown you our approval. Go on, and you shall not 
be disturbed, whatever revelations may follow.” It will be 
strange, after this, if the gang do not take everything in 
sight. 
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It is easy to believe that several persons other than Mrs. 
George may have had reasons for removing such a man 
as Saxton. The sleuths ‘of Canton should not leave the 
trail of the man in-the mackintosh until they run him’ in.

SEVERAL EMPLOYES COMPLAIN. 


Postmaster Baumhoff Says They Are 
Only Temporary—Some Politics 
Are Mixed Up in It. 


Sweeping changes have been made in the 
personnel of clerks at the St. Louis post- 
office Guring the past few days. Over 2% 
employes, including the heads of two de- 
partments and the superintendent of branch 
stations, have been transferred to other 
positions, far less lucrative, in order, it is 
said. to make room for Postmaster Baum- 
hoff's friends. 

The Civil Bervice Commission, it is al- 
leged, has been wholly tgnored in the mat- 
ter and there are threats among the dis- 
satisfied ones to appeal their grievance at 
Washington. 

‘The changes have been in 
the first of last March,” said an employe, 
“and as things are now going we don't 
know where we stand from one day to an- 
other.”’ 

Yet despite persistent and definite rumors 
of an upheaval in his departmem, Mr. 
Baumhoff complacentiy remarked that af- 
fairs were never quieter at the postoffice. 

Rut the little dickie birds tell of the re- 
moval of Mr. Frank Lacey from the stamp 
section to a menial job in the basement. 
His salary ts reduced from $1000 to $400 a 
vear. Mr. Lacey is a Democrat and has 
heen in the postal service four years. He Is 
said to be an efficient clerk. 

James Austin, brother-intaw of former 
Postmaster Carlisle, and who been 
identified with the caatier’s office, has 
been reduced in rank. If the appointment is 
made permanent Mr. Austin suffers a heavy 
loses in salary.

VW. H. Nordman, assistant superintendent 
of the money order division, is also among 
the victims.

When a man 
suffers a big reduction in salary by being 
transferred it is equivalent to removal.”
